WASHINGTON, October -13:—Preparations 
for reclaiming the Po'omac Flats, and rid- 
ding Washington of its malaria move very 
slowly. Indeed, it seems searcelvy probable 
that the work will more than get fairly un- 
der headway before Congress gets back to its 
work, and the appropriation bills are put in 
shape again. Meantime the “malaria sea- 
son” has come and is rapidly gving 
by without any serious manifestations. 
The fact is the talk of malaria in Washing- 
ton has been overdone. The physicians here 
laugh at it, and say that there is no more 
malaria here then in many other places. The 
summer just past, however,hasscarcely been a 
criterion, as the weather has been unusually 
coolhere. Nevertheless, there is no reason 
to suppese that there will be 
failure on the _ part of those 
representing the District of Columbia 
to call for an appropriation for the “Flats” 
at the coming session. The indications are 
that at least a million of dollars will be asked 
for, perhaps a couple of millions. The plan 
under which the work will be begun contem- 
lates the expenditure of about five millions 
in the work. 

THE MISSISSIPPI. 

Speaking of the prospective demands for 
the Potomac brings to mind something re- 
garding the Mississippi. It wasasserted just 
after th passage of the River and harbor 
Bill over tne President's veto, that although 
the bill was passed, it was not probable that 
mpre than half of the appropriation would 
used, This seems to ‘ave been 
an error. It was thought that 
that it would be fonnd difficult to expend the 
$6,000,000 appropri ted for the Mississippi in 
the small space of time between the passage 
of the last bill and the close of the fiscal 
year. But in making up that judgment the 
ability of the average Government employe 
to spend Uncle Sam’s mouey seems to have 
been greatly underrated. Ll asked, aday or two 
ago, an army official connected with the 
work some questions about the way the work 
on the Mississippi was going forward. 

“Very well,” was the answer; “very well. 
The work is aatas pRaees forward now and 
we shall my en ia great deal before the 
end of the fiscal year.” 

‘Will you be able to work during the win- 
ter, do you think ?”’ 

“Oh, yes. unless the high water interferes.” 

‘But the cold weather?’ 

“Will not affect our work, fortunately, un- 
less the winter shoujd be an unusually hard 
one.”’ 

“How much of the appropriation will you 
be likely to use by the end of the year, do 
you think?”

“Then Congress will be permitted to ap- 
ropriate as much more as it sees fit for the 
mS at the coming session?”

“TANSOM CARBS,” 

The success of the recent cheap cab enter 

prises in Boston has led to the introduction 

of the system here, and as there is talk of ex-

The cabs 
are little two-wheeled affairs drawn by one 
horse. The driver, in uniform, sits in front 
of a closed coach with seats at the side, door 
at the rear, and a little box in front to receive 
the fares, which the driver is not allowed to 
handle. For carrying a passenger one mile 
the charge is 25 cents. Foradrive of one 
hour it is 75 cents for one person or $1 for 
two or more. ‘They go anywhere, and their 
general utility and popularity was indicated 
last Sunday by the appearance of one of 
them with passengers at one of the fashiona- 
ble ehurches here. In Boston they have 
proven very popular, aclass of people who 
them. It is” estimated 
that they bring in about $12 
per day apiece in Boston, and that the cost 
of running them, counting interest on the 
invested capital, is about > per day. Here 
isa hint for some enterprising individual of 
your city.

THE HERDER, 
Charges of Culpable Carelessness and 
Intoxication Against the Crew.

New York, October 13.—The Herald’s 
St. John’s correspondent interviewed several 
of the lost steamer’s, Herder, passengers on 
board of the Neptune and says they all con- 
cur in the statement there was no dicipline 
on board of the Herder, and that some of the 
officers and crew were in a state of intoxica- 
tion at the time of the wreck,and subsequent- 
ly. Were it not for the exceptional smoothness 
of the sea notasoulof the Herder’s living 
freight would have escaped. ‘The coast be- 
tween Mistaken Point and ~ - Race is the 
graveyard of ocean steamers. Several pass- 
engers’ trunks’ have been broken open and 
rifled by the crew of the Herder. The Ameri- 
can and German consuls are making an in- 
vestigation of the matter. Two passengers, 
United States citizens, are returning to 
New York to make depositions before the 
authorities. Although sights were obtained 
at 4 o’clock Sunday evening, the Herder 
was run ashore nine hours afterwards. She 
was thirty miles out of her true course.

After a 
week’s seclusion they turned their 
horses loose and took to_the brush in Jack- 
son county. Frank and Jesse went to Nash- 
ville after the Northfield robbery. When 
they heard of Ryan’s capture Frank sent his 
wife to California, and Jesse’s wife went to 
Sweet Springs, Mo., and the boys returned 
to Jackson county, Mo.; shortly after which 
the Winston and Blue Cut robberies took 
place.

KILLED ON A TRAIN. 


A Murderer Shot in His Boots by 
a Sheriff.

The Pursuit of a Red-Handed Criminal 
Terminates in his Death.

MARSHFIELD, Mo., October 13.—The 
Sheriff of Laclede county, R. P. Goodall, 
killed Bob Taylor this morning in at- 
tempting to arrest him aie few 
miles from Lebanon on board the 
passenger train. Tayloris one of the three 
brothers that so foully murdered the Sheriff 
and Deputy Sheriff of Hamilton county, 
Tennessee,on the 14th of September. 
He had been hiding in the  vicin- 
ity of Lebanon for some time 


asi and Sheriff Goodall had been after him 
ortwo weeks. Last evening the Sheriff 
found out that he would be on this morning’s 
train and thought it a 
to arrest him. In company 
with his deputy he boarded the train at Leb- 
anon, and, finding Taylor seated inthe 
rear of. the ear, they quietly waited 
until they had come some three or four 
miles, when the Sheriff stepped back to Tay- 
lor and presented his revolver upon him and 
demanded his surrender. Taylor instantly 
drew his pistol, but the sheriff was too quick for 
him and fired, killing Taylor instantly. ‘ihe 
train does not stop at any station between 
this place and Lebanon, and therefore the 
dead body of Taylor was brought on to 
‘arvshfield aud taken back to Leba- 
non on the ) o'clock train this 
morning. The Sheriif has telegraphed to the 
authoriticsin Tennessee. It is thought that 
one of the Taylor brothers was on thw train, 
as the weapon that fell from_ his dying 
hands was picked up in the excitement by a 
man who passed into another car and was 
seen no more on the way. It is said that 
there is $16,000 reward for the three Taylors.

Twenty-One Lottery Offices 
With Doors Wide 
Open. ' 


The National Turf Exchange 
Scheme Now in Operation 
in This City, 


Nearly Two Dozen Places Where the Poor 
and the Ignorant Lose Their Earn- 
ings--And These are the Men 
Who Would Play Lottery 
No More. 


Yesterday morning twenty branch offices of the 
National Turf Exchange were opened in St. Louis 
under the management of Capt. Hutchinson, the 
proprietor of the late National Races, who was 
Indicted in the Criminal Oourt on a charge of 
setting up and establishing alottery. The main 
exchange is located in East 8t. Louis, but the race 
track is as difficult to flud as was the course of the 
late Pate-race lottery scheme, which was broken 
up by the police. The exchange bas only been in 
operation two days, but is now doing a large busi- 
ness, which is steadily growing. 
The workings of this institution were as- 
mee by a Post-DIspaTcn reporter, who vis- 

1¢ offices of Sain Watson and Bill Rothchild, 
one at Fourth and Christy avenue and anofher at 
Seventeenth and Market. At the last named place 
the room was filled with customers, giving the re 
porter an opportunity to investigate more thor- 
Oughly than atany of the other offices.

SHOT 


Nine Weeks of Matrimony Almost 
End in a Tragedy. 


BY HIS WIFE. 


—_— —-— 
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Mrs. Singley Shoots Her Husband--Neglect 
Alleged to be the Cause. 


A shooting affray that may develop intoa tragedy 
took place at 1 o’clovk this morning at No, 2012 
Laclede avenue. The victim was Charles Singley, 
a stationary engineer by occupation, employed at 
Humphrey’s clothing store, and the assailant was 
his wife, to whom he was married less than two 
months ago. Previous to her marriage Mrs. 
Singley was a Miss Irene White, of Independence, 
lo. The marriage ceremony took place in St, 
Louis and was performed by Justice P. J. Me- 
Cann. The couple moved at once 
luto the house where the shooting 
occurred, They oecupy the three rooms on the 
lower floor which aré handsomely and expensively 
furnished. The honey-moon lasted just two weeks’ 


when the wife beeame ill and the husband indiffer- 
ent. They have lived unhappily ever since. Mrs. 
Singley is a high strung, nervous woman, and her 
husband's altered conduct appears to have worn 
upou her. Her health grew steadily worse all the 
time, and her husband's indifference. increased in 
the same ratio that her health declined. 
He was regularly absent from his home until 
eleven and twelve o’clock every night, although 
his day’s work Is over + gel at six o'clock 
every evening. During her husband's frequent 
absences from the house Mrs. Singley had been in 
the habit of calling upon Hedwig S¢hoenthaler, 
the sixteen-year.ol daughter of her next door 
neighbor, to come and sieep in the house. On 
Tuesday night Singley did not come 
home at all; on last night he entered 
the house shortly after eight o'clock. His 
wife was lying in bed sick, but he did notenter her 
upartinent until nearly 10 o'clock, when he retired. 
At half past 10 o’elock Mrs. Singley asked her 
husband, who had not spoken to her, to get up 
and fetch her a glass of water. This he refused to 
do.

An Explanation of the Marginal 
Rules. 


-— 


Complaints Against Live Stock Transporta- 
tion--Notes, Etc. 


A large number of the Exchange members do 
not understand the marginal rule that will come 
up with other amendments to option trading on 
October 25 to be voted upon. It is simple enough. 
This rule provides that “when, by reason of 
changes in the market, either party to a contract 
may consider the eriginal margin is not sufficient 
protection against sudden fluctuations mn the mar- 
ket. the same shall be referred at once, in writing, 
by the complainant, to the Board of Directors, and 
the Board of Directors shall fix the value of the 
property, for marginal purposes only; and in 
determining the marginal value, the value of the 
property in other markets, or for mamutacturing 
or conswuptive purposes in tiris market, 
together with such other facts as may 
justly enter into the determination of Its value 
shail be considered, irrespective of any fictitious 
price it may be seiling for in this market.’ When 
this true market value is determined by the board, 
the seller may compel the buyer to deposit mar- 
gins to the extent of ten per cent below the mar- 

inal value tius fixed by the Board of Directors. 

he protection afforded by this rule to the seller 
is, that if a commission merchant sells, say, wheat 
at 81 26 a bushel when wheat is actuallyaot worth 
on 11s merits over $1 a bushel, and the Board of 
Directors, after a learing of the proper evidence, 
determine that the marginal value of the wheat 
is not over $1, then the seller can cause the buyer 
to deposit margins to the extent of 35¢ a bushel, or 
the difference between 41 25 and $1, with ten per 
eent added. Then if anything should happen to 
break the market down, the seuer would be pro- 
tected on his sale down to 9c a bushel. This 
would be an excellent thing for the seller. espec- 
ially if he had the actual grain bought in the coun- 
try to be delivered on his sale. But this rule also 
provides that the buyer can call the seller for mar- 
gins up to any price the market may be selling af, 
no matter if itis runup to $2 a bushel; andin 
settling contracts on the last day of the month 
this marginal value as fixed by the Directors will 
have no influence whatever upon the setuling 
price of that day, which will Le whatever price 
responsible parties are paying for the grain. 

TRANSFERS OF LIVE STOCK. 

A considerable cause of complaint on the part 
of shippers to the National Stock Yards is the lack 
of transportation facilities furnished when they 
desire to transfer their stock from the various 
west-side roads to the yards. A prominent ship- 
per in conversation with areporter of this paper 
stated, with indignation, that he had arrived via 
the Missouri Pacific at midnight with a train of 
stock from along distance and had been detained 
on a side track inthe Union Depot yards for six 
hours without food or water for his cattle and hogs, 
thereby causing him the loss of four or five of bis 
stock and the crippling of as many more. Tiis ts 
not an unusual case, as shippers and dealers will 
testify, and this following a detention of four or 
five hours on the road is hurting the dive 
stock business of this city materially. 
It is - claimed that there is no reason 
why the stock should not transferred imimecti- 
ately upon their arrival, and not detained on this 
side when they might be In the pens recovering 
from the effects of their trip. It is to the interest 
ot dealers and especially pac kers,if they want hogs 
to pack this winter, to see that this evil is 
remedied, as shippers say that Kansas City 
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is | 


drawing hogs from this market just on this ac- | 


count, and that they can save time and money by | 


sending theirs to thut city.

Miss Mather, though a novice of the most pronounced 
type, is still so full of art that she cannot know whai inspi- 
ration is: if she feels at ail, she allows the feeling to ex- 
press itself in an clocutionary formuia that is only eithes 
pleasant or disagreeable as the degree of intensity prompt- 
ed by the rules that surround her requires. She demon- 
strates, in her achievements, how closely a person may 
come to acting without doing anything really worthy of that 
designation; she has been trained away out of the bounds 
of art, and while too polished to be called crude, is still in 
need of the very first lessons that the novice learns--that 
it is the aim of the art to conceal art, and that the actor or 
actress who is without feeling cannot hope to win the spm- 
pathy of an audience for his or her work. Miss Mather 
was at her best in the potion gscene, which she went 
through with so much vehemence that the audience was 
incited to a display of vigorous palms, which resulted in 
three ealls before the curtain. The baleony scene Was so 
ridiculously done that it was faitly laughed at,and although 
there was now and then a “storm of applause,” led by the

formances ever witnessed in the city of St. Louis.
